CLAREMONT — The patriotic 
half-time pro­ 
gram presented by the Claremont High School band 
during the Claremont-Chino football game Oct. 19 
continues to split the community. 
One faction supports the right of dissent of 17 
teachers who condemned the program. Another fac­ 
tion accuses the teachers of trying to undermine 
students’ pride in their history and heritage. 
Now a group of Claremont High School students 
are circulating a petition protesting the teachers* 
use of the student newspaper, their objection to the 
half-time program and pressure that removed the 
formation of the cross from the program. 
Nine teachers signed a letter in the Oct. 25 stu­ 
dent newspaper, the Wolfpacket, decrying the pro­ 
gram for its equation of “ patriotism, militarism 
and Christianity,” as they saw it. 
Hundreds of Claremont High School parents sub­ 
sequently appeared at the Claremont Board of Edu­ 
cation meeting Nov. 4 to demand dismissal of 17 
teachers. “ The problem existed before the band 
program,” one parent said. 
Meanwhile, the Pomona Valley Peace and Free­ 
dom Club has issued a resolution in support of the 
right of teachers to express their political opinions 
in public, without fear of harassment. 
At the Nov. 4 board meeting, some parents stat­ 
ed their intention to send their children to school 
with tape recorders. Another parent. Cliff Brier of 
237 Wagner St., has already submitted a tape of 
a classroom session to the board. 
The Pomona Valley Peace and Freedom Club 
Issued the following statements as part of its reso­ 
lution at its meeting Thursday. 
“ We support the right of all teachers to express 
thetr views as interested citizens in public on all 
contemporary issues free 
from 
harassment. 
We 
condemn the use or tape recorders for political 
reasons without the teacher’s knowledge or permis­ 
sion and the use of students as spies. We also 
condemn parental use of classroom visitation for 
purpose of harassment or intimidation.’’ 
In conclusion the group announced the intention 
of its membership to attend the next meeting of 
the Claremont Board of Education Nov. 18. The 
members plan to state their support of the school 
system and teachers and asked anyone with equal 
concern for “ academic freedom and freedom of 
the press’’ to do likewise. 
Spokesmen include Donald Castro, a State As­ 
sembly candidate in Tuesday’s election and an in­ 
structor at Cal Poly, and Russell Ellis, an in­ 
structor at the Claremont Colleges.

No Appointments 
The President-elect declared 
Thursday a moratorium until 
Dec. 5 on appointments to ma­ 
jor federal offices, including the 
Cabinet. 
Nixon, here for a long week­ 
end of work and relaxation, has 
begun talking in general terms 
about the problem of seeking 
top talent for his administra­ 
tion, but as one aide put it, “ he 
hasn't started tracking yet’’ on 
specific names for specific posi­ 
tions. 
The President-elect is consid­ 
ering how to maintain liaison 
with the Budget Bureau, which 
will fashion a federal spending 
program. 
Johnson will present a new 
budget to Congress before Nix­ 
on's inauguration. One member 
of the Nixon camp summed up 
the situation that will face the 
new President, “ You can’t come 
in with the meat ax and start 
cutting,” thus it becomes doubly 
important for him to be in on 
the budget making process.

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Ruling Has 
No Affect, 
Says Cable 


Roger B. Cable, president of 
Cable Commuter Airlines, said 
today a show-cause order issued 
by the California Public Utilities 
carrier’s operations. 
The PUC ruled last Oct. 1 it 
no longer had jurisdiction over 
Cable. The line is now classified 
as an interstate carrier because 
it has a route between Los An­ 
geles and Lake Havasu, Ariz. 
The PUC announced Thursday 
it has directed Cable to show 
cause why it needs an intrastate 
operating certificate any longer. 
The order was described as a 
technicality resulting from the 
previous ruling that the line is 
now under the jurisdiction of the 
federal Civil Aeronautics Board 
because it carries passengers 
across state lines. 


Cable said; “ This decision by 
the PUC in no way affects our 
operation to any points now be­ 
ing served or contemplated be­ 
ing served and we shall contin­ 
ue to give the same outstand­ 
ing service as we have in the 
past.” 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
— Pioneer 9 soared into orbit 
around the sun today and joined 
three other satellites in a sentry 
network to warn of solar radia­ 
tion storms that could endnager 
astronauts on the moon. 
The flight control center re­ 
ported six hours after launching 
that Pioneer 9 had taken its 
place in the far-flung space pa­ 
trol and that all its experiments 
were on and transmitting data. 
“ A perfect launch and a per­ 


fect 
spacecraft,” 
commented 
one official. 
The three-stage Delta rocket 
also hurled into earth orbit a 
40-pound communications satel­ 
lite that will be used as a prac­ 
tice target for the 18 stations in 
America’s global man-in-space 
tracking network. 
The rocket brilliantly illumi­ 
nated the early morning dark­ 
ness as it blazed upwards at 
4:46 a.m. with its double pay­ 
load. 


Twenty-five minutes later the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
reported 
that 
the 
communications 
satellite 
had been kicked into an orbit 
more than 200 miles high and 
that Pioneer 9 was in orbit 
about the sun. 
Officials said several hours 
will be required to determine 
the probe’s precise path. 
Pioneer 9 was aimed toward 
an elliptical solar orbit from 70 
million to 93 million miles from

Boy To Visit Pole 
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CANBERRA, Australia (A P) 


— A 12-year-old American boy 


is on his way to the South Pole 


today, and he’ll be the youngest 


person ever to go to the Antarc­ 


tic. 
William H, Crook Jr., son of 
the U.S ambassador to Austra­ 
lia, is accompanying his father 
on a trip to the American explo­ 


ration and research stations in 
the Antartic, 
After his father and mother 
decided he could go and a physi­ 
cal examination determined he 
was fit, Bill spent most of his 
spare time reading everything 
he could fmd about the area. He 
is now a walking encyclopedia 
on Antarctica, according to em­ 
bassy officials.

The sun presently is entering 
the most active period of its 11- 
year flare cycle and will reach 
peak activity next year when 
American astronauts hope to 
land (Hi the moon. 
With enough alert of major 
flares, the moon flights could be 
delayed, or the astronauts could 
alter the path of their spaceship 
in ca-e of an eruption after 
they’re under way.

Bid ’Absurd’

PARIS (U P I)—North Vietnam 
today rejected as "an absurdi­

(In Washington, U.S. officials 
would say only that Thieu’s 
proposal was receiving careful 
study. The State Department 
declined to make any imme­ 
diate comment on the South 
Vietnamese proposal and »here 
were indications that officials 
regarded it with some trepida­ 
tion.) 
President Johnson on Oct. 31 
in announcing a bomb halt for 
North Vietnam, said the ex­ 
panded talks would be attended 
by Hanoi, the Viet Cong and the 
United States with Saigon being 
free to join.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Now 
that you’ve voted yourselves a 
property tax cut, there’s another 
step before you get your first 
real evidence of it. 
California 
homeowners 
who 
qualify for the tax break promis­ 
ed in Prop. 1-a will have to file 
a claim with the state next 
spring, which will bring them 
a $70 refund. 
After that, $750 will be sub­ 
tracted from the assessed valua­ 
tion of your property before the 
taxes are figured, resulting in 
about $70 a year less taxes at 
current rates. 
The rebate was written into 
law because tax rates had al­ 
ready been established by the 
time the law was written by the 
special session of the legislature. 
There is no guarantee that the 
lower taxes will continue. Coun­ 
ties could raise their tax rates 
in the next year or two, eating 
up some or all of the reduction 
to taxpayers. 
Besides 
homeowners,

Czech Invasion Seen as Family, Not World, Feud

CLAREMONT — The Russian 
occupation of Czechoslovakia in 
August was a move to stop a 
liberal internal movement and 
does not mean the Soviets are 
embarked on “a new era of 
international 
belligerence,” 
a 
foreign affairs expert said at 
Pomona College Thursday. 
The speaker at the Holmes 
Hall assembly was Dr. Constan­ 
tine Merges, writer, former col­ 
lege professor, and specialist on 
international 
affairs 
for t h e 
Rand Corporation. 
The occupation of Czechoslo­ 
vakia, “a classic surprise at­ 
tack,” means that Russia has 
mobilized more men than here­ 
tofore and has deployed them 
differently, he said. The attack 
has also worried other commu­ 
nist nations. 
“I think the Soviets have no 
further aggressive intentions,” 
Menges said, “but the United 
States must continue to main­ 
tain forces in Europe and to 
offer effective guarantees to the 
NATO nations, a defensive al­ 
liance.” 
Menges was in Prague at the 


time of the invasion and occu­ 
pation, and he described his ex­ 
periences for the audience of 
students, faculty members, and 
townspeople. He told of leaving 
Czechoslovakia in the company 
of a Czech couple who were 
risking their lives by fleeing. 
The husband, who had spent 
World War II in a Nazi concen­ 
tration camp, told Menges, “ I 
don't care if I die. I don’t ever 
want to live under a dictator­ 
ship again.” 
“Czechoslovakia is a s m a l l 
country at the crossroads 
in 
contemporary 
world 
history,” 
Menges said. There had been 
three others crossroads — the 
German occupation in 1938; the 
communist coup d’etat in 1948; 
and the recent period of liberali­ 
zation and reform. 
M e n g e s said Czechoslova­ 
kia in early August was a happy 
land, on the verge of greater 
freedom, excited by the feeling 
that the danger of Soviet op­ 
pression was past, a real sense 
that a comer had been turned 
and a new era was dawning. 
At 10:30 p.m. Aug. 20 a Soviet 
airliner radioed the airport at 
Prague that it was having en­ 
gine trouble. Landing permis­ 
sion was granted. Out of the 


plane climbed 150 armed troops 
who seized the airport. Once 
a minute throughout the night 
Russian planes landed, bringing 
in 50,000 t r o o p s , light tanks, 
guns and ammunition. 
Mean­ 
while, o t h e r tanks and more 
troops were crossing the Czech 
borders. 
Prague—and the country — 
awoke in the morning to find 
i t s e l f occupied, its freedom 
gone, its hopes for liberalization 
ended, Menges said. 
The Czech leaders immediate­ 
ly decided on no violence and 
no 
collaboration. 
Resistance 
would have been “catastrophic 
and suicidal—the Russians were 
prepared to kill as much and 
as many as was necessary,” 
he said. 
The top leadership of the par­ 
ty remained in their offices to 
be arrested, but the leading ac­ 
tivists went into hiding. T h e 
Russians made a major mis­ 
calculation when they hoped the 
Czech conservatives would wel­ 
come them, Menges said. 
“The reorganized 
resistance 
f o r m e d within 24 hours,” he 
said. “ It was a great surprise 
to the Soviets that the invasion 
solidified all Czechs into a unit­ 
ed front.” 


He described the Free Radio 
network, set up and broadcast­ 
ing from 2,700 mobile transmit­ 
ters that constantly c h a n g e d 
their locations; and 18 clande­ 
stine newspapers that were pub­ 
lishing within a few days. 
The underground radio net­ 
work kept people informed o? 
the true state of their country 
and monitored and rebroadcast 
Soviet newscasts and broadcasts 
from free Western countries. 
This had three consequences, 
Menges said. It gave a strong 
stimulus to the morale of a na­ 
tion “in the valley of despair;” 
it provided a vital connecting 
link between the people and the 
organized 
resistance; 
and 
it 
made the Soviets realize that 
whatever they did would be im­ 
mediately known throughout the 
nation and the world. 
“The underground radio had 
an enormously deterring effect 
on the Soviets,” he said. 
The 
resistance 
organization 
distributed throughout the na­ 
tion ribbons of red, white, and 
blue (Czech colors) to be worn 
by citizens as symbollic of sup­ 
port of the resistance. They 
held the Congress of the Com­ 
munist Party of Czechoslovakia, 
with 1,200 delegates, in a fac­ 


tory, “under the noses of the 
Soviets,” who were trying to 
stop it. 
When the Soviets made plans 
to arrest hundreds of Czech 
leaders, the clandestine radio 
told the people to take down the 
street signs and house numbers 
— the signs and numbers van­ 
ished overnight and the Rus­ 
sian secret police were unable 
to find their victims. 
When a Russian train carry­ 
ing equipment to jam the under­ 
ground radios entered Czechos­ 
lovakia, the radios suggested 
to 
railroad 
workers 
that 
it 
should be stopped. After a short 
time word was relayed that the 
train had been delayed. A later 
announcement said simply that 
the train had been lost. 
The “deadly duel” continued, 
Menges said. The R u s s i a n s 
brought in jamming devices by 
helicopter, but the broadcasts 
continued, as did the newspa­ 
pers, printed in factories and 
lofts, distributed by students, 
while the Soviets tried to find 
the presses, arrest distributors, 
and anyone found with a news­ 
paper. 
“The news was important,” 
Menges said, “but also the fact 
of people having the courage to 


go on publishing these newspa­ 
pers. The very act of taking a 
newspaper was symbolic of the 
courage of the resistance, an 
affirmation of solidarity.” 
The first seven days of the 
organized resistance h a d im­ 
portant political effects, he said. 
They rescued the nation from 
despair; they d i s c o u r a g e d 
Czechs from collaborating with 
the Soviets; and they made So­ 
viet acts visible to the world. 
The Russians had only three 
choices — open military govern­ 
ment; a massive reign of ter­ 
ror; or bargaining with a unit­ 
ed Czech leadership. They chose 
the third course, Menges said. 
“We’ve seen a most unique 
minuet of surrender with eva­ 
sion,” he said. 
The Czechs surrendered and 
agreed to treaty terms in word 
and in fact, on key Soviet de­ 
mands — redirection of the for­ 
eign economy and posting So­ 
viet troops in Cechoslovakia — 
but there were other indications 
that the Soviet program was not 
completely successful. 
Four leaders, attacked by the 
resistance 
movement, 
disap­ 
peared. 
Pro - Soviet personnel 
have not been appointed. The 


secret police have not been beef­ 
ed up with “old guard” replace­ 
ments as the Soviets demand­ 
ed. Censorship is supposedly in 
effect, but writing is merely 
toned down, tongue in cheek, 
and the internal life of the Com­ 
munist party is not subjected 
to strict hierarchical control. 
“ How long will this danger­ 
ous minuet go on?” Menges 
asked. “ No one knows. The So­ 
viet is searching for collabora­ 
tors; they are trying to divide 
the Czechs against the Slovaks, 
to wear down the resistance. If 
that’s the limit, 
it probably 
won’t be successful. I feel the 
Czechs will go on bargaining 
like this and will outlast the 
Soviets for years.” 
In a historical sense, two ba­ 
sic communist-bioc trends have 
been halted by the Soviet oc­ 
cupation of Czechoslovakia, he 
said. One is the trend toward 
a breakup of the bloc, a trend 
toward national independence. 
The second is the hoped-for 
trend toward a decline in to­ 
talitarianism. 
“That movement toward free­ 
dom has been ended,” Merges 
said, “but the last word has not 
been heard. We are returning 
to a plateau of wait-and-see.”

CLAREMONT — Police are investigating four 
identical letters which had threatened to bomb 
the polls at 506 E. 6th St., 195 Annapolis Dr., 
586 W. Uth St. and 417 E. Arrow Hwy. 
The typewritten letters, from “The Committee,” 
protested the election as a choice between two 
“fascist” parties and one made up of “fools.” 
They called the election a fraud and a “disgrace 
to The Committee’s intelligence.” 
The writers warned it would be wise to evacuate 
the homes to avoid persons being maimed but 
perhaps wiser to allow them to be maimed “as 
they have caused so many others to be maimed 
by their silence.” 
The letters were postmarked in Claremont elec­ 
tion day and were received late that morning. 
Police said the authors had some trouble with 
their spelling.

Vietnam is still a pop art oddity 12.000 
m iles away. 
The public worries more about living with 
a possible tax Increase. Officials w o r r y 
about living with world opinion. The GI wor­ 
ries about living. 
His world the it? is nightly blackout and 
* mortar traffic. It's alive with booby traps 
that can blow his legs or his life to shreds. 
It’s occupied with an enemy and an ally 
that look exactly alike. 
He would give a month’s pay for a sound 
sleep. 
And 10 years of his life for a night at 
home. 
He is not a bit player in a comic opera 
conflict, not the trump in an international 
card game and not 12,000 miles away but 
as near as the muddy and bloody pictures 
in the newspapers. 
Moreover, he is usually a very young 
American citizen in a hell of fix. The aver­ 
age age of a combat GI in Vietnam is eight­ 
een and a half. 
But what a man he is! 
A pink - cheeked, tousled - haired, tigh t- 
muscled fellow who. under normal circum­ 
stances, would be considered by society as 
a half-man, half-boy, not yet dry behind 
the ears, a pain in the employment chart. 
But right now, he is the beardless hope 
of free men. 
He is for the most part unmarried and 
without material possessions except for pos­ 
sibly an old car at home and a transistor 
radio here. 
He listens to rock ’n’ roll and the 105mm 
howitzers. 
He has learned to like beer by now' be­ 
cause it is cold and because it is “the thing 
to do.“ He smokes because he gets free 
cigarettes in his C-ration package and it 
also is the thing to do. 
He still has trouble spelling, and writing 
letters home is a painful process. But he 
can break down a rifle in 30 seconds and 
put it back together again in 29. He can 
describe the nomenclature of a fragmenta­ 
tion grenade, explain how a machinegun op­ 
erates and, of course, utilize either if the 
need arises. 
He obeys now, without hesitation. But 
he is not broken. 
He has seen more suffering than he 
should have in his short life. He has stood 
among hills of bodies and he has helped 
to construct those hills. 
He has wept in publi«* and in private, 
and he is not ashamed in either pla* e, be­ 
cause his pals have fallen in battle and 
he has com e close to Joining them. 
And he has become self-suffii dent; he lias 
two pairs of fatigues, washes one and wears 
the other. He som etim es forgets to brush 
his teeth, but not his rifle. 
He keeps his socks dry and his canteen 
full. He can cook his own meal, fix his 
own hurts and mend his own rips—material 
or mental. 
He will share his water with you if yon 
thirst, break his rations in half if you 
hunger, split his ammunition if you anp 
fighting for your life. 
He can do the work of two civilians, 
draw' half the pay of one and find ironic 
humor in it all. He has learned to use his 
hands as a weapon and his weapon as his 
hands. He can save a life or, most assured­ 
ly, take one. 
Eighteen-and-a-half-years old. 
What a man he is . . . already.

The pious talk and the pious 
proposals for putting an effec­ 
tive curb on campaign spend­ 
ing are conveniently forgotten 
when 
a 
presidential 
election 
rolls around. The orgy of spend­ 
ing just ended — it will unques­ 
tionably be a record — suggests 
that we are n e a r e r than we 
would like to think when with 
the techniques of mass com­ 
munication an election can be 
swung by the sheer power of 
money. 
The new element, the domin­ 
ant element, is television. The 
Nixon camp is reported to have 
spent close to $15,(00,000 on tele­ 
vision and radio alone. Because 
they were hard p r e s s e d for 
money at the start the Humph­ 
rey managers were able to com­ 
mit far less time in the critical 
v,ind-up period. 
The 
Federal 
statute 
gov­ 
erning 
campaign 
contribu­ 
tions is virtually meaningless. 
How meaningless is shown by 
the cavalier way in which the 
Nixon managers passed over the 
Oct. 28 deadline for filing re­ 
ports of campaign receipts and 
expenditures under the Corrupt 
Practices Act. This Insured that 
the voters would have no op­ 
portunity to learn the names of 
the Nixon contributors and how 
much they contributed prior to 
election day. 


It is in the area of television 
that, if the new Congress has 
any interest at all in reforms, 
fairly 
simple 
remedies 
are 
available. The networks hide 
behind 
t h e 
equal-time 
pro­ 
vision which works absurdly to 
give 
fractional 
candidates 
a 
right to compete with major 
p irty Candidaies. 
A formula 
could be worked out on the num­ 
erical basis of the standing of 


the parties in the previous elec­ 
tion obviating the equaltime re­ 
quirement. 
With this barrier removed the 
networks would be under com­ 
pulsion to grant at least limited 
free time as a public servtce in 
a great national contest. 


An alert and active National 
Citizens Committee for Broad­ 
casting, under the chairmanship 
of Thomas P. F. Hoving, has 
been pointing up the failure of 
the networks to give adequate 
coverage of the campaign in the 
hours 
of 
maximum 
viewing. 
There is nothing, Hoving said in 
a recent statement, to prevent 
a more thorough Job of covering 
the campaign except the finan­ 
cial Interests of the networks. 
While television is the most 
conspicuous aspect of the spend­ 
ing orgy, it is only part of a 
system that has grown up with 
the money game tied into poli­ 
tics. 
The big contributors can 
shuffle their contributions in a 
variety of ways to get around 
the $5,000 limit imposed by the 
meaningless statute. The report 
filed by the Humphrey mana­ 
gers showed that 18 contributors 
gave or loaned $100,000 each, 
some upping this to $200,000. 
Surely no one at this late date 
date is naive enough to believe 
that the fat cats do not expect a 
return on t h e i r investment. 
There may be ardent partisans 
giving for the love of party. But 
time and again the rewards have 
been made evident after the re­ 
turns are in. They come in an 
ambassadorship or some other 
fairly Innocuous showy appoint­ 
ment. 
Far more important is 
the cash nexus and the regula­ 
tory agencies that rule on is­ 
sues directly related to the big 
corporate contributors. 


The 
Washington 
Post 
has 
shown how the executives of, 
say, a brokerage firm can be or­ 
ganized to make individual con­ 
tributions and thereby circum­ 
vent the prohibition on direct- 
corporate 
giving. 
Candidate 
Richard Nixon had assured the 
brokers in a letter intended to 
be private that his administra­ 
tion would see that the Securi­ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
took a more lenient view of the 
marketplace. 


Spokesmen for the Democratic 
National Committee insist, that 
all the reports required by law 
for the deadline of Oct. 26 were 
filed on time. They note that the 
law provides a penalty of one 
year in jail for failure to file 
and two years for wilful failure. 
Their 
big-money 
contributors 
made headlines. 


Under pressure to make their 
lists available after the filing 
deadline the Republicans replied 
that their staff was insufficient 
to do the job. Republican Na­ 
tional Committee Treasurer J. 
William Middendorf said the de­ 
lay was due to a last-minute in­ 
flux of contributions for a total 
of $300,000. The Nixon top cam­ 
paign staff is made up almost 
entirely of members of the Nix­ 
on law firm who surely know the 
law on filing returns. 


The real issue is not disclos­ 
ure, but spending, itself. 
Nu­ 
merous remedies have been pro­ 
posed over the years—an income 
tax deduction for small contribu­ 
tions, really meaningful restric­ 
tions on contributions, govern­ 
ment financing for all or part of 
a campaign limited to three or 
four weeks. They are there if- 
a new Congress cares to reflect 
on the biggest spending spree 
of all.

that his movement was nation­ 
al, not regional. 


He had expected to get the 
votes of the lunchpail crowd 
who had cheered him so lustily 
at rallies in the industrial states 
of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michi­ 
gan, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, 
New 
Jersey and New York. He did 
not win them significantly. 
Nor did he win much in the 
Midwest 
or 
the 
West. 
He 
bombed out in New England. 
But In the border states of 
Maryland where he won about 
15 per cent of the vote, and In 
Kentucky, where he won about

Wallace did win 14 per cent of 
the popular vote, the best third 
party showing smce D24, when 
Progressive Robert M. LaFol- 
lette won 16.6 per cent. 
And he succeeded in working 
his way through a labyrinth of 
state laws to win a place on 50 
state ballots. His cause resulted 
in a significant Supreme Court

party democracy.

may be one he hardly sought. 
He may have prodded Congress

Opinion sam plers, a s they wade through 
the vote fallout to tr\ to lincl out what went 
right and what went wrong with their pre­ 
dictions, might oast a g la n c e a t the tech­ 
niques pioneered by students at the Stan­ 
ford Graduate School of Business during the 
presidential campaign. 
These ranged from co u n tin g b u m p e r 
stickers and letters to th e e d ito r to planting 
“ lost le tte rs “ on the ground n e a r mailboxes, 
a d d re s s e d to e ith e r “ N ixon fo r President 
C o m m itte e ” o r “ H u m p h re y lo r 
President 
Committee.” The volume of re tu rn fo r e a c h 
candidate su p p o se d ly gave a feeling of his 
popular support. 
One of the most interesting techniques 
was to measure water pressure in several 
communities to detect any m ass abandon­ 
ment of television sets during p o l i t i c a l 
broadcasts. 
The goal of these and other so-called “un­ 
obtrusive” methods wag to measure voter 
sentiment without encountering the r o l e 
playing and biasing that occurs in inter­ 
views. 
Generally, the unorthodox approach com­ 
pared well with the findings of the tradi­ 
tional pollsters, which is good news for a 
public that has been analyzed, Interviewed 
and cross-sectioned to death 
There were 
pitfalls, however.

Only in the din of a presiden­ 
tial campaign could such rela­ 
tively slight at-ention have been 
puid to President Johnson’s ap- 
r“ al to Chi* f Justice Earl War­ 
ren to stay on the Supreme 
Court until the emotional fires 
surrounding the Abe F o r t a s 
m atter had died down. 
Johnson s unsuccessful bid to 
name Associate Justice Fortas 
as Warren’s successor is not 
the first instance, of course, in 
which court appointments have 
led to bitter battles. Some were 
a good deal w o r s e than this 
one 
But the President’s injection 
of the issue of emotionalism re­ 
quires more careful dealing than 
it has since received hi a na­ 
tion distracted by campaigning, 
On the occasion of a Warren 
anniversary on the high court 
some time back, this reporter 
canvassed the views of judges, 
professors of constitutional law, 
veteran 
private 
and 
govern­ 
ment lawyers who have practic­ 
ed before the Supreme Court. 
Written works on the court were 
also examined extensively. 


Several judgments emerging 
from that survey have applica­ 
tion to the current controversy. 
For one 
thing, 
those 
most 
knowledgeable about »he high 
court’s role in U.S. government 
and society simply scoff at the 


notion that the “popularity” of 
its decisions should be directly 
relevant to its work. 
By virtue of Its place at the 
peak of the judicial pyramid, 
the Supreme Court ti designed 
to hear only the most controver­ 
sial disputes in American life. 
Since a court decision Is ines­ 
capably arbitrary, whether 5 to 
4 or 9 to 0, the losing side in 
any dispute — be it legislative 
reapportionment, 
prayer 
in 
the schools, or whatever — is 
bound to brand the decision “un­ 
popular.” 
It is unimaginable that the 
the disputants on both sides of a 
controversy 
grave enough 
to 
reach the Supreme Court could 
all be pleased by the outcome. 
One can note here that the de­ 
cisions of the electorate in a 
democracy, and the whole con­ 
cept of majority rule, are aHo 
arbitrary. No president wins of­ 
fice by a vote of 100 to 0. It is 
far more likely to be 51 to 49, 
leaving 49 percent of the voting 
populace presumably unhappy 
over the outcome, 
in such circumstances, a pres­ 
ident who understands his re­ 
sponsibility to govern the whole 
people moves to enlist at least 
a substantial proportion of the 
“losers” behind his major en­ 
deavors. 


The thoughtful students of the 


Supreme Court, and some prac­ 
titioners before it, believe — 
whether they be liberal or con­ 
servative — that the tribunal 
has a responsibility not unlike a 
victorious president’s. 
It must, in other words, edu­ 
cate the nation, and especially 
the lower reaches of the judi­ 
ciary itself, to an acceptance of 
the validity and worth of its 
most crucial decisions. 
This reporter, however, found 
that many liberals and conser­ 
vatives agreed that at least In 
the last 15 years the high court 
has too seldom done this. 
Law professor Paul K a u p e r 
says the court has an inevitable 
duty to “ground its decisions 
in reasoned argument.” Too of­ 
ten, he adds, the court “fails to 
illuminate” ami thus leaves low­ 
er court judges and lawyers— 
not to mention the public— in 
the dark as to the rational and . 
Coherent principles which are I 
presumed to underlie well taken 
decisions. 
It may not be the Supreme 
Court’s job to make popular 
choices. But it does have an 
immense assignment — to make 
its 
decisions 
understandable, 
and sufficiently well - explained 
so that sooner or later, if not 
immediately, a high proportion 
of the American people can ac­ 
cept them as fair and reason­ 
able.

A—Yes. on that basis 1 would sell Lone star 
Gas. Minnesota Power, Montana Power and Wash­ 
ington Water. 
Both Florida Power & Light and Texas Utilities 
serve above-average growth areas and shares should 
be held. Amer. Telephone, which is rated as a prime- 
buy candidate by several brokerage houses and ad­ 
visory services, should be retained. 
For more aggressive growth possibilities I would 
recommend purchase of Anchor Hocking Glass and 
W e s t e r n Banc corporation. Anchor reported nine 
months’ earnings up 43 per cent on a 10 per cent 
gain in volume. Full-year net per share could reach 
|4.40, and with shares trading at about 17 times this 
estimate further upside moves could be generated.

They come in many colors— blues, red, soft pink, 
lavender, yellow and orange. Remember to include some 
bright accent colors along with pastels. Plant in the fall. 


Answer: More perennials. 
Perhaps this a corny answer, 
but it is a truthful one, as ex­ 
perienced gardeners will attest. 
The more one learns about gar­ 
dening, the more he appreci­ 
ates perennials. In c e r t a i n 
areas of the garden they have 
definite advantages over annu­ 
als. 
However, it is unfair to com 
pare annuals and perennials, for 
each has its own special uses. 
The bedding annual is bred for 
one big seasonal show of color, 
while perennials may be count 
ed on to bloom over the years. 
They increse in size and beauty 
as the years go by. 
There are different kinds of 
perennials, some of them—such 
as Marguerites and Dusty Mil­ 
ler — are more shrub - like. 
Those to be discussed here are 
those which members of the 
California Association of Nurs­ 
erymen sell in flats, the same 
way they sell annuals. These in­ 
clude such favorites as delphin 
inium. primrose, coral bells, 
columbine and Shasta daisy. 
The flat-grown perennials are 
offered at similar prices of bed 
ding annuals. This is a good 
beauty investment, for those 
planted this month will estab­ 
lish themselves over the winter 
and start blooming next year— 
and will bloom for many years 
to come. With little attention 


ture, perennials appreciate a 
better start in life than annu­ 
als require. English gardeners 
have traditionally dug their per­ 
ennial beds to a depth of two 
feet. CAN nurserymen agree 
this is ideal, but say that any 
gardener who works the soil to 
a foot or more will have excel 
lent results. 
A ready-to-use planting mix 
should be used in preparing the 
soil. Bonemeal is another good 
additive since it is slow-acting 
and will provide food over 
long period of time. 
Other perennials that have 
been favorites for generations 
Include sweet William, forget 
me-nots, coreopsis, and gaillar- 
dia. 
The uses to which one can 
put perennials are many. Be 
sides being plants for the bor­ 
der, they may be inter-planted 
with shrubs, annuals and bulbs. 
They add much tc rock gardens 
and bank plantings. As edging 
plants, perennials have the ad­ 
vantage of permanency over 
annuals. 
A visit to your CAN nursery 
man’s bedding plant section will 
give you many ideas for year- 
after-year color from perenni­ 
als. Growing them can easily 
become a hobby, for their va­ 
riety is infinite. Short of the 
hobby stage, however, you will 
find perennials yield-up a real

he room looks like a child’s dream. There, much bigger 
than life-on floor, walls and tabletops— are all the shapes of 
music. And the child who enters is drawn into another world— 
a world of music for all the senses. 
The studio, high above Carnegie Hall, is the New York lab 
and demonstration workshop of Madeleine Carabo-Cone. Adapt­ 
ing the methods by which she taught herself music, she har­ 
nesses the child’s natural energy, his love of jumping, eating, 
owning, touching and making noise. 
As each child arrives, he is presented with a grab bag. From 
it he pulls his note. The sound of it is given his name and he 
"owns” its location. The kind of note he is (half, quarter, whole), 
is painted on his paper hat, and he wears a musical staff show­ 
ing where he is. Class time is spent playing games-the games 
every child knows, but adapted for music. One is called “ What’s 
My Line.” When a note is played on the piano, the child who is 
that note runs to his place on the staff. Another is a marching 
game. If the child is a whole note, he takes one big step while 
swinging his arms four times; if he’s a half note, he swings his 


arms twice. 
Even snack time is filled with musical games. Sitting at a 
table covered by a musical staff tablecloth, their food becomes 
music. Cookies are notes and pretzel sticks make the cookies 


half or quarter notes. 
These days Mrs. Carabo-Cone spends much of her time 
lecturing, teaching teachers her methods. She feels one of the 
great virtues of her system is that underprivileged children can 
learn as quickly as children from more advantageous homes. They 
are all learning a new language, that of music. And the skills 
they learn— concentration, perception and concept formation— 


help them in all their studies in school.
